We might have a moral
conviction that no actnal alliance with our
enemics was contemplated by the American
Government; but we should find it our dunt
to be prepared against the possibility of suo
an event. I'or one friendly power to force
this additional And unnecessary responsibility
upon anofhaer in the hounr of peril is in itself
an nnfriendl{ act. We did not, and we do
not, positively affirm that the Government |
of the Uuited States were about to adopt
such a course, but we alluded to certain faocts |
which pointed in that direction, and which ad-
mitled of (Lat construction when logically |
combined. I
We now read with regret in our military |
contemporary, the American Ariny and Nuvy |
Journal, that, *Yin the event of war, the sym-
pathies of the United States will doubitless be
on the side of Russin.” We forget which of
our judges wis on®e advised to give his deci-
sion, since il was necessary to do so, but not
to give his reasons, Onr contemporary, how-
aver, givea his reasoms for this partiality in
favor of Ilussin, ‘‘Nations have their senti-
ments as well as individoals; and  just
a8 young men are drawn together by common
hopes and aspirations, so are Ameriea and
Russia united, and will continne united
in spite of the difference in their political |
systems.” To speak plainly, we do not be- |
lieve this alleged sympathy with IRussia is so
universal in America as to be entitled to the l
appelliation of a national sympathy. It is
confined to a small section of Americans, and

the root of it is not the alleged youth of the | —;

two powers, or anything else in the nature of J
franscendental polities, but the feeling of

envy and rivalry, which (does not exist be-
tween Russia and America simply because
there are uo points of contact where their in-
terests mie in collision. This is the plain
truth of the matter, and it is just as well that
* it should he recognized.

The “youth of Russia” is a convenient
phrase; but in what respeot is Russia a
younger power than England? By our con-
tem?urm‘\-'h own showing. the greatness of
Epgland as an empire is dependent on her
possessions in the Fast; we might justly say,
on the greal providential mission in the Enst,
for which it would be in wvain to seek for a
parallel in history. That empire, however,
is the growth of the last hundred years; and
the growth of Russia, as a greal power, is
almost coeval with it. If Russia is youthful
in any otLer sense, the fact requires to be
demonsirated. The populations under her
sway are as old as those in England or any
other Iuropean State. IHHer institutions are
older, for it was only yesterday that Russia
consented to recognize those sacred rights
of man which have been the boasts of Lng-
lish law for atleast four hundred years. One
of the attributes of justice is her eternal
youth. ‘I'ruth never grows old and sinks into
decrepitude, Let it be shown that Englsnd
has sunk into a condition of Oriental despot-
ism; that she still holds by the sacred rights
of kings: that her institutions are effete;: that
her public spirit is on the wane; that she is
not the same vigorous mother who sent her
sons into the wilderness and laid the founda-
tions of the United States of America; that
Australin. New Zesland, rud Canada are, like
the colonies of Spain, sunk in ruin and de-
moralized; that her House of Parliament is a
mockery and a hotbed of corruption; that her
magistrates and admistrators of the law per-
verl jmstice; that her press is hopelessly
corrupt, and her domestic life a byword;
that her literature is no longer worihy of
those who speak the tongne which Shake-
speate spake; that her maidens are immod-
est and her youth effeminate; that her phi-
lanthropy is a mere record of the past, and
her religion a debasing superstition; that her
merchants have lost lbeir honor, and her
enterpriso its cunning—let these, or the half
of these LLings be proved against her, and
we will adwit that England 1s growing old,
and that Americea, witﬁ her purity of elec-
tiom and her incorruptible Fublic life, with
her mighty poets and her original literature,
with all her wealth of inventive skill and
vigorons enterprise, can find no worthy
companionship elsewhere than in the arms of
Russia. As we do not ourselves admit this,
and no facts or arguments are forthcoming to
«onvince us of it, we decline to accept the
#bare assertion that England has grown old in
her selfish greed, and that the yownger and
healthier stock of the barbaric East is more
deserving than herself of the affection of her
own off spring.

But further, onr contemporary sympathizes
with Russia, becanse we are jealous of her
growth, precisely as we are jealous of the
growth of America. We will not waste time
in assuring our friend that there is no such
thing as a party in Eogland jealous of the
growth of America, because we are well aware
that we shall not be believed. To know Eng-
land is to know that this is so, however, and
that among a thousand Englishmen there will
pot be found ten who are not proud of the
greatness of America. We appeal to all the
well-inforwed in America who have lived in
Enpgland aud mixed in English society. The
veal point of the accusation is that we
are jeulons of the growth of Russia, be-
cause it threatens onr supremacy in the
East. We sanswer this Uy affirming
that we bave not the least objection to the
' growth of Iiussia, be it Fast, West, North, or

South: we only demand that it shall be a |

We hiave not space to follow ont this argn-
ment, but we must, at least, quote a pentence
from the article to which we are referring,
even if we leave it to shine by its own phos.
phorie light:—*“With the chiefl of these high
confracling powers out of the wwy, Rusain
resolves Lo be no longer bound by a paper
compact which interferes with her legitimate
development, and to which she gave hor con-
sent ouly under the stress of war. Justly or
not, she feels that she has the same right te
cast it aside that a man bhas to repudiate an
agreement forced from him by the fool-
pads who stop him on the highway
as he goes about his legitimate Iuai
ness,” Our contemporary may not be-
lieve us, but we foel deep pain
tbat an influential American writer should
have allowed himself—we will charitably sup-
pose in the heat of the moment—to pen a
sentence so utterly destruotive to all political
morality and international faith. 1If England
and France are justly comparable to footpads,
what was the ‘‘legitimate business” that the
Czar was going about when he was arrcsted
on his conrte—when his legions were hurry-
ing forward to seize on the capital of an in-
offensive neighboring power, and the cruel
masgacre of Sinope was perpetrated in the
eyes of indignant and wondering Euarope’
We cannot in these colummns argne upon th
merits of this “‘legitimate business,” or the
way the Czar went about it; but one
word more as to the respect shown by Rus-
sin, and by our American contemporary, for
what he calls a ‘“‘paper compaet.” England
kas been nccused of rapacity in the East, and
one of the most ‘“‘rapacious' of our Indian
adhinistrators was the late Lord Auckland.
Yet, in the midst of his trinmphant career,
with no hand to stay him, and with the po-
litical interests of England almost demanding
the sacrifice, he respected the integrity of the
Nizam's dominions, and explained his inae-
tion at a critical period by observing, ‘‘There
was a bit of parchment in the way!” That
bit of parchment was more than a hall cen-
tury old.*
